substance the answer is that the action 


was necessary to prevent a conflict of 
authority and that the secretary's au- 
thority for issuing the orders was the 
President, coinmandcr-in-ebief of the 
army and navy, and cites a number of 
precedents for hie action.

About live and a half months ago she 


married Owen Murray of this city, who 
kept the bowling alley on I street. They 
lived together quite happily. for a time, 
occupying a. house on Eflie street in 
Helmont addition, which Mrs. Murray 
says is owned by her husband, though 
it is in Ilia brother's name. 


Business was poor at the bowling al- 


ley and Murray was closed out by the 
sheriff. Three weeks ago he took his 
wife to San Francisco ostensibly on a 
pleasure trip, but in reality to desert 


ard street. 


Mrs. Murray says that while they 


lived in Fresno her husband treated her 
fairly well, but after they got to San 
Francisco he was rough an'd abused her. 
After they had been in San Francisco 
five days Murray told her he had to go 
to Santa On/, on business, but after h« 
was gone she found he had taken his 
valise along, which struck her as some- 
what strange as he only intended to re- 
main a day or two. 


He did not return at all, however, and 


the few dollars he had left her were soon 
spent. It did not take her long to ar- 
arive at thu conclusion that she had 
been deserted. 
Her situation was a 


very trying one. She is in no condition 
to do bard work as she will soon become 
a mother. Left among strangers with 
all her money gone, she nearly lost all 
courage. 


Finally she bethought herself of the 


Salvation Army, and visited Captain 
McFeu. Her appeal to these practical 
Christiana was not in vain, for they got 
her enough money to pay her fare to 
Fresno, she believing she might Hud her 
husband here.

Thwigh Murray 
was clngcd out. and left Hnm<> unpaid 
bills, it appears ho was not so badly off 
after all. It ia said his mother, who 
died in Canada recently, left him $2000, 
which adds to the baseness and cruelty 
of liisdewrtion.

She is rather comely, 
though her mid experience and delicate 
condition have impaired her appear- 
ance. She had the reputation of being 
a hard-working girl and is very lady- 
like.

GETTING RID OF ALKALI. 


A Kern County Farmer Says *t 


Can Be Drowned Out. 


From Hie Kern County niflfornlan. 


An experiment has been tried by C. 


A. Sclimiedte at Delta fruit farm which 
seems to have solved the very important 
question of linw to get rid of alkali when 
it appears in heavy elllorescence on the 
surface. 


Thu land experimented with was irri- 


gated excessively and ttien plowed deep. 
It was then Hooded and allowed to dry 
out. 
In consequence of this treatment 


purposely given, before very long a thick 
elllorescence of alkali covered ihc sur- 
face and the young trees that had been 


hinted died out. 
The land was then checked and a 


small stream of running water lot into 
it, which, after covering the land to a 
depth of twelve inches, was allowed to 
overflow into a sido ditch, die piece of 
land was then covered for seven dlys, a 
second for fourteen days and a third for 
three weeks. After awhile alkali rose 
again on the seven-day and some weeks 
later on the two weeks' covered land, 
but now- for nearly six months there is 
not a spot of alkali to bo seen on the 
land that was under water for three 
weeks. More than that, it is covered 
with a rank growth of allileria and 
weeds, and young trees that have been 
set out are as healthy as can anywhere 
bo found. It would seem, then, that a 
three weeks' soaking with running water 
has been sullicient to thoroughly re- 
claim what was before a bad spot of 
alkali land. 


The theory of tho case which Mr. 


Schuiiedte advances is undoubtedly an 
explanation. Alkali rises to the surface, 
just as water climbs up a lump of suyar, 
by what is called capillary force. The 
Sressure of twelve inches of water upon 


ie soil overcomes the force of capillary 


attraction. Moreover the percolation of 
the surface water downward washes tho 
alkali with it, carrying it clear down to 
the underground water courses, where 
naturally it becomes greatly diluted and 
passes out of harm's way.

The Natalie was intercepted ofT 
Fortune Island, one of the Bahamas, 
and arms and ammunition being found 
on board she was ecixed upon the infor- 
mation that the munitions of war were 
intended for the llaytiiin revolutionists. 
The entire-crow of the Natalie have been 
shot by order of President Hippolyte.

er, Captain Sulita, eaid she belonged to 
a private party who were going to Flor- 
ida to hunt and Hull.
